The Gettysburg Water company 
today gave notice to its consumers 
that the water supply of Gettysburg 
will lie cut off at ll o’clock, Tues­ 
day night, for about two and one- 
half hours In order to permit the 
joining of 
the reservoir on 
East 
Cemetery hill with the new stand­ 
pipe now* under construction near­ 
by. 
The 
foundation 
for 
the 
new 
standpipe has been constructed anff 
everything is ready for the erection 
of the tank, which will be thirty 
feet high and 54 feet in diameter, 
with a capacity of 500.000 gallons. 
The standpipe material is expect­ 
ed here within the week and the 
sections will bt? immediately put to­ 
gether. 
The water company today made a 
test from the site of the new stand­ 
pipe to determine what the pressure 
will be when the tank is completed. 
A machine which gives pressure 
equivalent to that of the stand­ 
pipe was brought here for the test 
which was described as "satisfac­ 
tory.” 
The standpipe is expected to In­ 
crease the water pressure in every 
part of Gettysburg, particularly in 
the higher areas where the pressure 
now is low. 
Gettysburg’s supply of w-ater writ! 
come from both the reservoir and 
tho standpipe when the latter is 
completed. 
Waler company officials said w*a- 
ter will b** pumped into both places 
at the same time and will tx* drawn 
oil both 
places together, 
so that 
there will be no danger of water Ln 
either place becoming stagnant.

Cars Badly Damaged 
The bus was traveling east and 
when Kane's car reached the middle 
of the intersection It was struck 
broadside by the heavy bus, the pa­ 
trolman said. 
Kane's car was swung around to 
the right and was shoved about 20 
feet away, hitting a tree. 
The bus ran to tire northeast cor­ 
ner of the intersection, clipped oft a 
telephone pole and stopped on top 
of a pile of cinders. 
Kane’s daughter, who was with 
her parents, escaped injury Ln the 
crash. 
Damage to Kane's machine was 
estimated at $500, About $75 dam ­ 
age was done to the bus 
After a 
front spring was replaced, the bus 
returned to Gettysburg where the 
passengers were transferred to an­ 
other bus.

Pennsylvania school code revisions 
to help m eet existing emergency 
conditions have had the attention 
in recent weeks of leading educators 
and laymen interested in education 
Committees of the commission for 
the study of educational problems 
in Pennsylvania have been unusu­ 
ally busy, preparing to make recom ­ 
m endations at the annual education 
congress called for November 9 and 
IO at Harrisburg by Dr. Jam es N. 
Rule, state superintendent of public 
instruction. 
For more than a year members of 
the commission have been working 
on every possible ..modern problem 
of public school and higher educa­ 
tion. 
In explaining possible re ­ 
sults of commission studies over a 
period of years. Doctor Rule outlines 
six 
points 
indicating 
where 
the 
studies should lead the educational 
proram ; as follows; 
Changes Sought 
"A better evaluation of present- 
day educational costs and values in 
the light of present-day needs; 
"D eterm ination of a minimum, 
state-w ide 
educational 
program 
which, w ithout discrim ination, will 
m eet the needs of all of the children 
of the commonwealth. 
"Introduction 
of every passible 
economy and m easure of efficiency 
in th e m aintenance of the minimum 
program of education found to be 
necessary. 
"Establishm ent of a system of 
financing public education which 
will distribute equitably among the 
school districts of the common­ 
w ealth the burden of public school 
support. 
"Development of greater local in- 
education, which will tend to insure 
ftiative and responsibility in public 
efficiency in school adm inistration 
and a fair educational opportunity 
for all children of the common­ 
wealth. 
"Definite 
working plans for 
a 
sound ten-year program of educa­ 
tional developm ent for Pennsylva­

had
